usually w'arm winter has just gone 
down in American 
history 
and 
Grandpa’s stories bf the cold win­ 
ters they had when he was a boy 
are still just stories lo th. younger 
generation. 
Although the northeast corner of 
the United States had the coldest 
February ever known and was two 
to eight degrees colder than normal 
all winter, and despite an unusually 
chilly February everywhere east of 
the Mississippi river, the past w;li­ 
ter was a warm one 
for the coun­ 
try as a whole. 
That is the verdict of the United 
States weather bureau after cast intr 
up its account* for the official win­ 
ter which runs from December I 
to February 28. We may have some 
more wintry weather before 
the 
advent of real spring 
days, 
but 
Uncle Sam’s winter is limited arbi­ 
trarily #for purposes of statistical 
comparison. 
It’ll Be Cold Again 
Its records reveal that we are 
still enjoying the 
warm 
climatic 
trend that started along about the 
time of the Spanish-American war 
and which has been bringing us 
winters bad for tile furnace trade 
and summers good 
for 
the 
ice 
cream business ever since. 
There is no sign that the cold 
winters of G randpas day are due 
back—yet. 
But they probably will 
return 
sooner 
or lat 'i*. for past 
records of the weather bureau - how 
that temperatures for the country 
as a whole seem to move in cycles, 
first warm, then cold.
